REMARKS 

Applicants have received a Notice of Allowance and a corresponding Determination of 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b), for Application Serial No. 10/067,317 dated 28 
September 2011. The calculated Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) is indicated as 3258 days. 
However, Apphcants question the 618 days of delay attributable to A-Time associated with an 
Examiner's Answer to Appeal Brief filed 5 February 2007 (Answer mailed 12 February 2009). 
Applicants request the Office take note that the entire period of 618 days overlaps a period of C- 
Time associated with a Notice of Appeal filed 29 September 2006 and a BPAI decision reversing 
the rejection mailed 15 August 2011. Applicants further note that this application is not 
currently subject to a Terminal Disclaimer. 

Assignee does not question the Office's calculation of Patent Term Adjustment at this 
time other than the overlapping days being counted twice in Assignee's favor. 

Conclusion 

Applicants respectfiilly request that the PTA calculation at Notice of Allowance be 
updated to properly reflect over-lap with C-Time as required by 37 C.F.R. 1.703(f). Assignee 
believes the correct PTA (at Notice of Allowance time) for this case should be 3258-618=2640 
days.
